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Bid to save 
post office 
supported 
by council 

EFFORTS to save Willen- 
hall’s main post office have 
won the support of the full 
council. 

Campaigners have voiced 
fears over a potential down¬ 
grading of the post office in 
John Street. But on Monday 
councillors backed a notice 
of motion calling for the 
town’s main branch to stay. 

It was put forward by 
Labour councillors Carl 
Creaney, Gareth Illmann- 
Walker, Sean Coughlan and 
Diane Coughlan. 

The motion states: 
“Council wishes to place on 
record its opposition to the 
process of privatisation 
taking place within the 
Royal Mail and the threat to 
the ‘six day, one price goes 
anywhere’ delivery. 

We believe that these pro¬ 
posals will lead to higher 
prices and a worse service 
for Walsall residents.” 

Councillor Sean Coughlan 
said: “I am pleased that we 
have got the full support of 
the council. I hope that the 
Crown Post Office service 
will listen to what Walsall 
councillors are saying.” 

Meeting 

It is one of 70 Crown Post 
Office branches, or those 
run directly by the Post 
Office, earmarked to be 
franchised. 

Post Office bosses had 
suggested the post office 
could be relocated within a 
nearby shop but residents 
said no other shops in the 
area could cope with the 
volume of customers it 
attracts. 

The regeneration scrutiny 
panel are to ask a represen¬ 
tative of the Post Office to 
attend a meeting to discuss 
the proposals. 

Elsewhere in the borough, 
the post office in Bloxwich is 
extending its opening hours 
following a refurbishment 
next months. 

The branch will need to 
close for almost two weeks 
during the redesign pro¬ 
gramme which is antici¬ 
pated to get under way on 
October 14. 

The new-look post office 
in Market Place will open for 
an extra nine hours a week 
when it re-opens again on 
October 25 at 1pm. 


DECISION IS DUE 
ON 160 HOMES 


MORE than 160 homes are poised to 
be built under regeneration plans 
which are set to transform Willenhall 
and Darlaston 

Three sites have been earmarked for residential devel- 
opmentswith a mixture of houses and flats being pro¬ 
posed for two parcels of land in Willenhall and another 


in Darlaston. 

The schemes are being 
recommended to get the 
final go-ahead from Walsall 
Council chiefs today (Thurs¬ 
day). 

Former industrial build¬ 
ings will be demolished in St 
Anne’s Road to make way 
for 55 properties. The estate 
includes a combination of 
two bedroom flats and two to 
six bedroom houses. 

The vacant industrial 
premises in Willenhall are in 
a poor state of repair and 
some have already been 
partly demolished. 

There have been two 
letters of objection raising 
concerns about it being an 
industrial area, the road 
being in poor repair and 
traffic calming necessary 
due to traffic volumes, con¬ 
gestion and parking. 

Improve 

Those in support say it 
would improve derelict land. 

In a report to councillors, 
head of planning David 
Elsworthy, says: “The pro¬ 
posed redevelopment for 
residential purposes will 
enhance the appearance of 
the site.” 

More than 60 homes are 
lined up for a former manu¬ 
facturing site in Darlaston. 

A mixture of 55 houses 
and 12 apartments will be 
created on the old Jebron 
Works site in Bright Street 
to bring the largely vacant 
land back into use. The busi¬ 
ness, which was involved in 
the manufacturing of doors, 
went into administration in 
December 2010 with the loss 
of 65 jobs.

Walsall-based Chamberlin 
& Hill bought the assets of 
the 85-year-old Jebron Ltd 
for £162,000. 

One letter has been 
received from the Dudley & 
Walsall Mental Health Part¬ 
nership NHS Trust, who run 
the Kingshill Centre in 
School Street, raising con¬ 
cerns that staff may not be 
able to park. 

But members of the plan¬ 
ning committee are being 
recommended to grant per¬ 
mission saying it would have 
no impact on nearby house¬ 
holds. 

Mr Elsworthy said: “The 
loss of the existing buildings 
would represent an 
improvement to current 
amenity levels with residen¬ 
tial properties improving 
the overall environment in 
terms of noise and distur¬ 
bance.” 

Planning bosses are also 
poised to agree to work on 39 
properties in a scheme to 
transform a former scrap 
metal yard. 

Homes have been 
approved in principle for the 
Monmore Recycling site in 
Noose Lane. 

Since then a specialist 
consultant has been on site 
to assess the need to deal 
with contamination. This 
would require work on the 
site over a three month 
period. Councillors are being 
recommended to agree to 
changes to the plan condi¬ 
tions to allow work to be 
carried out.

The Morrisons branch in Walsall has 
undergone a refurbishment which 
includes improved bakery and butcher 
facilities. 

The store dates back more than 20 
years having been built on the old Sad¬ 
dlers ground at Wallows Lane. 

Bosses say the work had been 
carried out without the need to close 
the store. 

As part of the investment, Morrisons 
has revamped the inside of the super¬ 


market to reflect its focus on tradi¬ 
tional skills. This includes installing a 
dough table at the front of the bakery 
so customers can see staff making 
bread along with a butchers’ counter so 
customers can watch staff at work on 
tasks such as sausage making. 

Flower 

The new-look store also boasts the 
latest in misting technology to keep 
fruit and vegetables fresher for longer 
along with a new flower shop and pizza 
counter. 

It has taken about four months to 
complete the overall project. 


Store general manager Stuart 
Ruane said: “The transformation is 
incredible - the new counters look fan¬ 
tastic. 

“The whole store feels much 
brighter and more spacious. 

It’s really important that we do our 
bit for the environment and the new 
systems ensure that the store is more 
than fit for the future.” 

The supermarket replaced the old 
Fellows Park ground when the football 
club moved to its new stadium at 
Bescot Crescent. 


£lm plan 
to revamp 
Gala Baths 
for future 

WALSALL’S Gala Baths 
could receive a makeover 
worth up to £1 million to 
create a modern leisure 
complex, amid fears it is out¬ 
dated and could close. 

A full cost review of 
investing in the town centre 
swimming baths is to be 
carried out by Walsall 
Council after it was backed 
by members of the full 
council on Monday. 

A 2,000-signature petition 
was collected by campaign¬ 
ers who fear the baths in 
Tower Street, which has two 
swimming pools and fitness 
gyms and studios, may be 
closed down. 

Councillor Pete Smith, of 
Blakenall ward, put forward 
a resolution requesting a 
review. “An investment cost 
of £lm may ensure another 
10 year lease of life given to 
the this town centre site,” he 
added 

Councillors voted over¬ 
whelmingly in favour of the 
proposal to see the main pool 
remodelled and popular 
brine pool maintained. 

Walsall Council leader 
Mike Bird told councillors: 
“At no time has anybody said 
that the Gala Baths will 
close. It is a myth. We are 
working on a strategy to 
develop leisure facilities for 
the next 20 to 30 years.” 

Accident on 
danger road 

A GIRL was injured when 
hit by a car in an accident on 
a road where parents are 
calling for a lollipop warden. 

The 12-year-old was 
taken to Manor Hospital fol¬ 
lowing the collision in Park 
Hall Road, Walsall. Emer¬ 
gency services were called at 
3.30pm on Friday and her 
injuries were not believed to 
be life-threatening.

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Stude nt sentenced to seven years over Ben's death 



Jailed - Andy Ly 


A STUDENT is starting a seven-year 
custodial sentence for the manslaugh¬ 
ter of 16-year-old Ben Morutare - 
despite denying he delivered the fatal 
blow. 

Andy Ly, aged 18, was handed the 
seven-year term in a young offenders’ 
institution at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. He pleaded guilty to the 
manslaughter of Walsall teenager 
Ben. 


The youngster died from a single 
stab wound to the leg after a large and 
violent fracas involving more than 40 
people outside the former Old Com¬ 
rades Club near Fenton Street in 
Smethwick on July 27 last year. 

Five others, all aged between 18 and 
20, were also jailed for their parts in 
the incident (see below). 

Sentencing them, Deputy High 
Court Judge Sir Geoffrey Grigson told 


the group immediate custodial terms 
were ‘necessary’ to punish them and 
to deter others from violence. 

He told them: “Your barristers have 
spoken about your hopes for the 
future but Ben Morutare and his 
family have been deprived of his. It’s 
clear from the evidence that the oppor¬ 
tunity for violence was both looked for 
and welcomed.” 

Ly denied murder but after seven 


weeks of his trial he offered a plea of 
guilty to manslaughter which was 
accepted by the prosecution. That plea 
was offered on the basis that he was 
not the one who delivered the stab 
wound that led to Ben’s death. 

The sentences come after a 10-week 
trial and an investigation that involved 
trawling through more than 1,000 
hours of CCTV footage, interviewing 
around 1,000 people, and 35 arrests. 


Killers being protected by 
silence and lies, says judge 

THE HUNT is still on to find the 
person who delivered the fatal 
stab wound to Walsall teenager 
Ben Morutare, as six young men 
start jail terms for their roles in 
violence leading up to his death. 

The six were all sent to young offenders’ 
institutions for being involved in the vio¬ 
lence that led to the death of the schoolboy. 

But the police investigation is not over, 
with the search still taking place for the 
person that delivered the single, fatal blow, 
and for others involved in the violence. 

Sentencing all of the defendants on 
Friday, Deputy High Court Judge Sir Geof¬ 
frey Grigson said he thought they knew who 
was involved. He told them: “Your silence 
and lies are protecting Ben’s killers. 

“All of you played a part in serious and 
violent public disorder which resulted in the 
death of a 16-year-old boy.” 

Disorder 

Speaking after sentences were passed, 
investigating officer Detective Chief Inspec¬ 
tor Bob Hazel called for anyone who knew 
anything about the killing to come forward. 

He said: “The judge remarked that all of 
the defendants knew who inflicted the fatal 
blow. I’m absolutely convinced that the 
people we had on trial were involved in the 
disorder, but there were 300 to 400 people at 
the club where the incident took place, and 
at least 40 in the group that attacked Ben.” 

The youngster, from Holden Crescent, 

Coalpool, was stabbed in the leg after vio¬ 
lence flared outside a birthday party at the 
former Smethwick Home Guard and Old 
Comrades Club on July 27 last year. 

He and two friends were attacked by a 
group of at least 40 youths. 

Ben, who was just five feet two inches tall, 
was fatally stabbed while trying to protect 
his two friends. He was taken to Birming¬ 
ham Children’s Hospital where he died 
several hours later. 

Following sentencing, Detective Inspec¬ 
tor Gary Plant from West Midlands Police’s 

Major Investigation Review Team said: Dale Reid, of Ladywood Omar Robinson, aged 19 Jordan Campbell, 18 Tobias Blake, aged 20 Tahj Mills, of West Brom 

The attack on little Ben was a despicable 



crime with a tragic and unnecessary loss of 
life which sees six men now facing time 
behind bars. 

“Together with his friends and hundreds 
of other teenagers, Ben attended a birthday 
party that was advertised via social media. A 
small minority of people singled him out and 
attacked him, all because he, and his 
friends, were not local. Ben was a small boy 
who, when seen on CCTV alongside his 
attackers, looks like a small child by com¬ 


parison. Even paramedics attending the 
scene initially believed he was 12 or 13.” 

Student Andy Ly, 18 from Great Colmore 
Street, Ladywood, was handed a seven year 
sentence after his guilty plea to manslaugh¬ 
ter. He was also given a three-year sentence 
for violent disorder, to run concurrently. 

Tahj Mills, 19 from Waterside Street in 
West Bromwich, and 20-year-old Tobias 
Blake, from Kelsall Croft, Ladywood, were 
each given three-and-a-half years after 


being convicted of violent disorder. Blake 
was also found guilty of possession of an 
offensive weapon but was handed no sepa¬ 
rate punishment for the offence. 

Omar Robinson, 19 from Rann Close, 
Ladywood, and 18-year-old Halesowen 
Town footballer Dale Reid, from Rodney 
Close, Ladywood, have been jailed for 28 
months each for guilty pleas to violent disor¬ 
der. Jordan Campbell, 18 from Portland 
Road, Edgbaston, has been handed 18 


months for his part in the incident after 
being found guilty of violent disorder. 

Ly and Robinson were originally on trial 
for Ben’s murder but seven weeks into the 
proceedings their guilty pleas to other 
offences were accepted. 

Ly’s manslaughter plea was offered on the 
basis that he was not the one who stabbed 
Ben in the leg, but that instead he was with 
a group of people knowing that one of their 
number had a knife which they might use. 
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Critic hits 
out at car 
park cost 

MORE than £30,000 has 
been spent resurfacing a 
council car park while the 
cash-strapped authority 
faces having to make £100 
million of savings. 

The work at the front of 
Walsall Council House has 
been branded a ‘waste of 
money’ by an Independent 
councillor. 

Resurfacing was carried 
out on the car park, which 
has 15 spaces including two 
for disabled people, over the 
summer. It has now emerged 
the bill was £32,000. 

Independent councillor 
Paul Bott said the cash could 
have been better spent. He 
pays to use council car parks 
in the town centre rather 
than the spaces outside the 
town hall in Lichfield Street. 

“Needing to save £100m, 
the council has got to look at 
everything and £32,000 for 
the car park at the frontage 
of the council house is a 
waste of money,” he said. “If 
they are spending that 
amount of money on that car 
park why don’t they open it 
up to the public on a Satur¬ 
day or Sunday?” 

Council leader Mike Bird 
said improvements were 
being carried out to the 
listed building including the 
car park used by visitors and 
councillors who pay a fee. 

The council allocated 
more than £550,000 this 
year on Walsall Civic Centre 
along with £700,000 invest¬ 
ment in the council house 
and town hall. 

“People walk across that 
car park thinking it is a right 
of way. The car park was in a 
dangerous condition,” he 
said. 

“The law is quite clear, if it 
is a listed building it has to 
be kept to a certain stan¬ 
dard.” 

Murder charge 
man in custody 

A HUSBAND accused of 
murdering his wife will 
enter a plea in December. 

Jasvir Ram Ginday has 
been charged with the 
murder of Varkha Rani, 32, 
whose body was found in 
Victory Lane, Reedswood, 
on September 13. 

The 32-year-old was 
remanded in custody until 
December 16 by Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court last 
week.

Residents to be consulted over road closure B 
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RAIL bosses will meet with residents over 
plans to close a busy road for three months 
while a replacement bridge is built. It comes 
after campaigners called for more consulta¬ 
tion to be held. 

The bridge, in Broad Lane, Bloxwich, 
needs to be raised as part of a £30 million 
scheme to speed up the Chase line between 
Walsall and Rugeley. There will also be 
improved signals and platforms. 

But more than 200 residents signed a peti¬ 
tion to demand a temporary footbridge be 
provided to minimise disruption for pedes¬ 
trians and to allay safety fears, along with 


early road surfacing work on a side road 
near the bridge. 

Councillors for the area had also called on 
rail chiefs to hold a consultation exercise in 
the community for families and businesses 
to air their views. 

Bloxwich West ward representative Coun¬ 
cillor Louise Harrison said: “The petition 
called for more consultation, a temporary 
footbridge while the work is taking place 
and that Cresswell Crescent’s planned 
resurfacing is moved forward before the 
bridge is closed. All of which we have now 
got. 


“Work started on Cresswell Crescent last 
week, Network Rail have confirmed they 
will build a footbridge and now they have 
realised details of the consultation days.” 

Library 

Events will be held tomorrow (Friday) in 
Bloxwich Library (from 1 to 6pm) in Elmore 
Row and on the general issue of electrifica¬ 
tion on October 4 at Walsall’s Council House 
in Lichfield Street from 11am to 7pm. 

Councillor Harrison added: “Residents 
deserve a full consultation where they can 
air their views and ask any questions. Three 


months is a long time for a road to be closed 
and it is obvious that residents will have 
concerns. Many people signed the petition 
calling for the consultation event and every¬ 
one had questions or views on the closure. 

“The petition also called for a temporary 
footbridge so people can access both sides of 
the station and I’m pleased that Network 
Rail have also agreed to this. “ 

The temporary footbridge will give access 
to both platforms for passengers using 
Bloxwich North station and for pedestrians 
but will not be available over the Christmas 
period. 


Borough facing dumped 
fridge and freezer menace 


WALSALL is the worst borough in the Black 
Country for fridges and freezers being 
dumped at beauty spots and in the streets, 
following a change in rules governing dis¬ 
posal of the appliances. 

In the last two months council chiefs in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire have 
reported a sharp rise in 
fridges and freezers being 
fly-tipped, with Walsall 
receiving almost 200 
reports. 

It is believed that some 
scrap collectors are collect¬ 
ing fridges from homes and 
then unloading them on 
land after removing the 
metal parts to sell on. 

Foam 

It comes after new rules 
from the Environment 
Agency came into force 
which state flammable insu¬ 
lating foam has to be 
removed before a fridge is 
taken to a tip. 

It means scrapyards will 
10 longer accept whole 
fridges or freezers. 


Fatal knifing 
suspect held 

A MAN was arrested in con¬ 
nection with the murder of a 
teenage musician when he 
walked into Bloxwich police 
station. 

The 19-year-old from 
Edgbaston was the second 
person to be arrested follow¬ 
ing the killing of Joshua 
Ribera, 18, in Birmingham 
at the weekend. 

An 18-year-old from 
Northfield handed himself 
in at Dudley police station 
following the fatal stabbing 
outside TCs Nightclub in 
Selly Oak. 

It was the fourth stabbing 
in Birmingham within a 
week.

Walsall is among the 
worst affected areas and the 
council say 117 fridges were 
found abandoned in July 
and 176 in August. 

One street in the borough 
saw 26 fridges dumped 
within four days last month 
alone prompting a warning 
to fly-tippers that they will 
prosecuted. 

Council chiefs revealed in 
April that fly-tipping cost 
taxpayers £140,000 in the 
past year. 

Now the borough’s envi¬ 
ronmental crime officers 
have vowed to bring those 
responsible to justice and is 
urging householders to 
dispose of waste correctly at 
recycling centres. 

In Wolverhampton envi¬ 
ronmental health officers 
have reported a significant 
rise in the number of fridges 
being dumped at various 
locations in the city with 70 
found dumped last month. 

Figures show that 
between May and August 
this year the city council’s 
public realm services 
cleared away a total of 91 
fridges at a cost of more than 
£100 per appliance to the 
taxpayer. 

Forty dumped fridges 
were reported in Cannock 
Chase in each of July and 
August while Lichfield Dis¬ 
trict Council has removed 25 
dumped fridges and freezers 
since the start of last month. 

“There were 10 reports in 
Sandwell and the same 
number in Stafford, while 
Dudley Council collected 21.

Everyone accepts there is a desperate shortage of family¬ 
sized public housing, caused largely by successive govern¬ 
ments ripping up border controls and rewarding people for 
breeding like rabbits. Tenants with smaller families should 
be encouraged to vacate big houses they no longer need. 
But the way to do that is by building more one and two- 
bedroom homes in the area and paying tenants a sweet¬ 
ener of, say, £1,000 to make the move. More carrot, less 
stick.

Pledge to cut waiting 
times at Manor A&E 


HEALTH chiefs have vowed to reduce waiting 
times after Walsall Manor Hospital failed to hit 
targets for accident and emergency patients 
being seen within four hours. 

The Manor did not meet the 95 per cent standard set out 
by national health bosses, leading to fears over how staff 
will cope in the traditionally busy winter period. 


Other hospitals in the 
Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire all met the benchmark. 

Figures for last month 
showed the proportion of 
patients being seen at the 
A&E department within 
four hours was 94 per cent. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS 
Trust chief operating officer 
Jayne Tunstall said: “In 
August we had a larger 
number of patients waiting 
to be discharged each day 
than we have seen in recent 
months. 

Partnership 

“We have been working 
closely with social care to 
ensure that any delays to a 
patient’s journey is min¬ 
imised, and we have worked 
in partnership to ensure 
appropriate resources are 
deployed to assist with 
assessments of our patients. 

“With winter approaching

Husband 
tried to 
save his 
wife, 58 

A WOMAN with a long 
history of mental health 
problems was found hanged 
in the garage of her home, an 
inquest heard. 

Kashmir Kaur was discov¬ 
ered by her husband on May 
19, 2011 at their address in 
Dewberry Drive, Walsall. 

The hearing in Smeth¬ 
wick was told that he tried to 
resuscitate her but was 
unable to save her. 

Mrs Kaur, aged 58, had 
suffered from psychosis for a 
number of years which was 
being treated by medication, 
the inquest was told. 

Senior coroner Robin 
Balmain gave a conclusion of 
death by hanging in circum¬ 
stances which were not sus¬ 
picious. 

Mr Balmain said he could 
not give a conclusion of 
suicide as it was unclear if 
Mrs Kaur had intended to 
kill herself through her 
actions. 

Ten jobs at

Home Secretary listens to community after attacks 



Home Secretary Theresa

THE Home Secretary had defiant words for ter¬ 
rorists when she visited the Black Country, 
declaring: “You will not win.” 

Theresa May was in the region last week to 
meet with representatives of three mosques 
where bombs were planted and the family of an 
elderly Muslim man who was stabbed to death. 

She wore an orange headscarf as a mark of 
respect and removed her leopard pattern shoes 
when she went into the Kanzul Iman Central 
Jamia Mosque in Tipton, where a nail bomb 
exploded in July but injured no-one as prayers 
had been delayed.. 

She was joined by representatives of Wolver¬ 
hampton Central Mosque, where evidence was 


found of an explosion and of the Aisha Mosque 
and Islamic Centre in Rutter Street, Walsall, 
where a bomb went off in June, meaning around 
150 people were evacuated from their homes in 
the Caldmore area. 

United 

The family of 82-year-old Mohammed Saleem, 
stabbed to death in Small Heath in April, were 
also present during the Minister’s visit in Tipton. 

Mrs May said: “I wanted to hear from the com¬ 
munity about these terrible terrorist attacks and 
the appalling murder of Mohammed Saleem. 

“All these incidents have been treated 
extremely seriously and I hope my visit shows the 


seriousness with which the Government treats 
these incidents. We must ensure terrorists are 
stopped and prevented from doing what they 
want, which is to divide communities. 

“The community here has come together and 
was united and shows we stand fully against ter¬ 
rorists. The Government gives a clear message 
regardless of what ideology is behind terrorists’ 
attacks. We stand against terrorism and we 
should send a clear message to terrorists - you 
will not win.” 

Ukrainian Pavlo Lapshyn, a 25-year-old from 
Dnipropetrovsk, has been charged with the 
killing and with the three offences related to the 
explosions. He will stand trial in January.

Group claw 
back money 
lost by bank 

A HOUSING group that invested £2 million 
in a doomed Icelandic bank is just short of 
receiving all of its money back after clawing 
back a further £420,000 in the last two years. 

Walsall’s former Caldmore Area Housing 
Association, now known as Caldmoreaccord, 
has recouped £1.8m. 

The group, which looks after more than 
7,200 homes, four years ago joined forces 
with other charities that had also invested in 
the collapsed Kaupthing Singer & Friedlan- 
der (KSF) bank in a bid to claw back funds. 

At the time of the bank’s collapse associa¬ 
tion bosses said there were sufficient cash 
reserves in its Royal Bank of Scotland 
account to keep it running. 

But the social landlord, which has offices in 
Caldmore Green, Caldmore, and King Street, 
Darlaston, and in Sandwell, has merged oper¬ 
ations with Accord Group to secure its future. 

The association went back into the black in 
2011 after merging operations with Accord to 
cope with the Icelandic banking crisis. It 
launched legal action with other charities 
against the bank. 

Kaupthing ran into trouble in 2008 after it 
invested in European retail groups, racking 
up debts of more than £3 billion. 

Other charities which had invested in the 
bank included the Cats Protection League. 

Caldmoreaccord’s chief executive Mike 
Hew said: “With the interest accrued in the 
last two years we got £420,000 which has 
taken us to the £1.8m mark.” 

The landlord has always maintained it was 
confident of recouping the money. 


way for a permanent market, which was 
moved from its position in Digbeth on 
what was initially only considered to be a 
temporary basis in 2009. 

It comes after traders on Walsall Market 
said they believed the footfall could rise by 
up to 30 per cent once the multi-million 
pound transformation of the Old Square 
Shopping Centre is completed. 

Primark and Co-op are earmarked to 
move in following the £2 lm transformation 
of the shopping centre at the top end of the 
town. Work is due to start in the coming 
months on the major retail revamp. 

The borough’s regeneration chief, Coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew, said: “The opening of 
the retail development will also coincide 
with the delivery of a new, permanent home 
for Walsall Market. 

“Feasibility work has already started on 
this project and a planning application is 
proposed to be submitted in April 2014.” 

Independent consultants from GVA and 
The Retail Group carried out a detailed 
report on Walsall Market last year. 

Sprawling 

In a hard-hitting report, experts found it 
to be ‘poor quality, confusing, sprawling 
and not a good advert for Walsall’. 

Various sites were considered as options 
for an indoor market. 

But The Bridge and Bradford Street area 
was found to be the best option and would 
require a cash injection of around £lm to 
£l.lm to help the market thrive. 

It was said additional income could be 
raised to repay the cost of the investment 
over a period of 10 to 15 years. 

The Source of Ingenuity fountain faces 
having to moved out to make way for the 
permanent 100-stall market. 

It was the controversial centrepiece of 
the £2 million transformation of the Civic 
Square in 2001 but no water has flowed 
from it for more than five years due to con¬ 
tamination fears. 

Council bosses have agreed to plough 
almost £8m of investment into the stalled 
Old Square scheme to get it off the ground 
after it looked like grinding to a halt.

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CANNOCK Chase Council is 
going to introduce a ‘nominal’ 
lOp-an-hour parking charge for 
certain car parks in Cannock and 
Rugeley in a bid to boost its ailing 
town centres. 

The council says the lost reve¬ 
nue will cost the authority around 
£8,000, which represents around 
8p for each of the district’s 
97,500 residents, so if it helps 
bring shoppers back into town, it 
will represent good value indeed. 

But welcome though the move 
is, one wonders whether it kind of 
misses the point. The problem 
with car parking charges is not 
simply a question of finance, it is 
a matter of convenience, a matter 
of the sort of welcome that a town 
extends to its visitors. 

It is the whole idea of councils 
imposing rules and regulations 
on the people they are supposed 
to serve, and dishing out punish¬ 
ments to those they consider to 
have fallen short. 

Even with the new ‘nominal’ 
charges, shoppers will still need 
to fumble around for a 10p piece, 
they will need to know in advance 
how long they intend to stay, and 
they will have to affix a silly little 
piece of paper to their wind¬ 
screens to avoid the watchful eye 
of the street patrols. 

Presumably, if a 90 per cent cut 
in parking charges costs the 
council just £8,000, then it would 
cost just another £888.88 - less 
than a penny a head - to make 
parking charges completely free. 

In fact, it would probably cost 
even less, as they would not need 
to employ anybody to empty the 
meters, not to mention those 
wonderful people dressed up like 
the cast of Dad’s Army issuing 
the tickets.

Engine debate fails 
to run out of steam 


MARK ANDREWS outlines the 
differing views of historians in 
the region as to where the birth¬ 
place of the steam age is - 
Dudley, or Wolverhampton? 

JOHN Allen and Suhail Rana are 
agreed on one thing. That the 
world’s first steam engine was 
built by Thomas Newcomen in 
the West Midlands. 

But there, it seems, the concord ends. Mr 
Allen, who has spent half a century 
researching the subject, is adamant that 
Dudley is the birthplace of the steam age. 
Mr Rana is convinced it is Wolverhampton. 

To the outsider, it probably seems 
strange that something so innocuous can 
g;et people so steamed up. But a presenta¬ 
tion by Mr Rana this summer at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s former Molineux Hotel has 
seen the temperature rise again. 

Until comparatively recently, the con¬ 
sensus has always been that Newcomen’s 
first successful steam engine had been 
installed somewhere in the shadows of 
Dudley Castle. 

In 1932 T E Lones presented a detailed 
paper to the Newcomen Society concluding 
that the Earl of Dudley’s Coneygree Park, 
about three-quarters of a mile west of the 
castle, was the most likely site. Here, the 
Earl had a coal works, and it was thought 
that the engine had been installed to drain 
water from the mine. 

This was briefly challenged in 1948 
when historian W O Henderson presented 
a paper to the Newcomen Society arguing 
that the so-called Dudley Castle engine 
may have been preceded by one in Wolver¬ 
hampton, but the experts in London were 
not convinced. But now Mr Rana, presi¬ 
dent of Wolverhampton Civic Society, has 
reignited the debate, saying he has uncov¬ 
ered fresh evidence that steam power was

Like Henderson in 1948, part of his 
argument is based on the writings of J T 
Desaguliers, a leading member of the 
Royal Society, who wrote in 1744 “they 
bargain’d to draw water for Mr Back of 
Wolverhampton, where, after a great man 
laborious attempts, they did make the 
engine work. ” 

Assuming that Bache, who died sud¬ 
denly in August 1712, and Back are one 
and the same, it would appear to give 
weight to Mr Rana’s case. Except that 
this was rejected by the Newcomen 
Society in 1948. 

“The difficulty with that is it was 
written so many years after the event, 
and the problem with old men is that 
their memory fades,” says Roger Cline, 
editor of the Newcomen Journal. 

But Mr Rana, a 46-year-old computer 
lecturer at Dudley College, believes that 
the real breakthrough came with the dis¬ 
covery of a lost diary by a Dr Richard 
Wilkes, where he wrote in 1736: “Mr 
Sparrow had fixed a Fire Engine at the 
End of Wolverhampton next Willenhall, 
which now began to work.... This Mr. 
Newcomen most happily effected and 
built the first that ever drew Water, near 
to the Place where this now stands.” 

Mr Allen, a former president of the 
Newcomen Society from Stourton, is 
unconvinced. The 87-year-old says there 
is nothing in Mr Rana’s evidence that has 
not already been considered - and 
rejected. It is also worth pointing out that 
Coneygree Park was a vast site, strad¬ 
dling the old Dudley and Tipton bound¬ 
aries, and although it might have only 
been a matter of yards from the centre of 
Dudley, the location of the engine itself 
might well have been within what is now 
the borough of Sand well. Like one of 
Newcomen’s ground-breaking steam 
engines, it looks like this old debate is set 
to run and run.

Cat crisis means hundreds 
of moggies needing homes

A CAT crisis is swamping the 
RSPCA across the Black 
Country as the animal charity 
launches an SOS for help 
finding homes for thousands 
of moggies. 

RSPCA branches are desperate for 
help because of an unprecedented 
number of cats now in their care. 

The crisis has got so bad that some 
centres in the West Midlands are 
unable to take in any more moggies at 
the moment, with several having more 
than 100 cats waiting for new homes. 

The RSPCA’s own centres and 


private boarding establishments used 
by the charity currently have around 
1,700 cats - but on top of that district 
branches are trying to find homes for 
more felines. 

They include three three-day-old 
kittens among a litter of five dumped in 
a box next to a recycling bank in 
Cradley Heath - two of which had died. 
Susan Tranter who is looking after 15 
cats at her home in Quarry Bank, 
including the three survivors, said: 
“The situation is desperate.” 

Walsall and district branch is ‘full to 
bursting’ with around 40 animals and 
is unable to take any more. 

The Wolverhampton branch is also 


under ‘huge pressure’, Birmingham 
Animal Centre and Hospital has 78 
cats and cannot take in any more until 
homes are found for the current occu¬ 
pants. 

The charity says some owners can no 
longer afford to keep their cats or pay 
vet bills, while others are failing to get 
their cats neutered. 

Peter Bolton, animal operations 
manager for the RSPCA Midlands and 
North region, said: “Our staff, whether 
in an RSPCA centre, branch, hospital 
or a field officer, all say the same - we 
are dealing with a cat crisis and it is 
getting worse.”

'Greedy' woman jailed after 
£75k theft from employer

A WORKER who took almost 
£75,000 from Carillion has been 
jailed for 12 months after it was 
revealed she spent some of the 
cash on a sports car. 

Clair Marie Smith, 33, from Willenhall, 
was employed as a temporary worker at 
the construction firm in Wolverhampton. 

Miss Joanne Barker, prosecuting, told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court that the 
mother-of-one had abused her position 
by setting up a false account. 

Smith, of Grazewood Close, Coppice 
Farm, was given a role within the firm’s 
purchasing card team and was responsi¬ 
ble for ordering cheque books and debit 
cards for the staff. But over a four-month 
period, between March and July 2010, 
Smith defrauded the company of 
£74,402.62 using a card and cheque book. 

Luxury 

“One such book was set up in the false 
name of Helen Slade using false details 
given by the defendant. No-one of that 
name ever worked for that company,” 
said Miss Barker, adding that 16 cheques 
were used and 29 card purchases made. 

Transactions included purchases at 
department and DIY stores in the 
Wolverhampton area. The items 
included £11,775 spent on a sports car 
which Smith later swapped for an Audi 
X4 and a caravan worth more than 
£4,000. Both vehicles were seized after 
her arrest. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending, said 
Smith had learned a ‘salutary and 
painful lesson’ and asked Judge John 
Warner to show her mercy, saying that 
she had a 10-month-old daughter and 
had been suffering depression. 

“Over a four-month period the money 
was used to buy some luxury items, but 
not exclusively,” he said. “What she did 
was a lapse of judgment, and aberration. 
I would ask you to spare her.” 

Judge Warner sentenced Smith to 12 
months in prison. She must serve half the 
sentence before being released on 
licence. 

“When you found it was relatively easy 
to take the money you became a bit 
greedy and took some more to purchase 
items instead of paying off some of your 
debts,” Judge Warner told her.

Man jailed 
for frenzied 
attack on 
two women 


A MAN drank two pints of vodka and then 
attacked a grandmother and her daughter in 
front of a young child, a court heard. 

Jeffrey Ebanks, 47, was described as being in a ‘frenzy’ 
when he reigned blows down on Michelle Campbell and her 
daughter Kirsty at their home in Acacia Avenue, in Yew 
Tree on the border of Walsall and Sandwell. 


Such was Ebanks’ rage 
that when police arrived on 
the scene he had to be 
Tasered to subdue him 
before his arrest in the early 
hours of March 23.

Mr Hapreet Sandhu, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “During the 
course of the late afternoon 
and early evening the defen¬ 
dant and Michelle Campbell 
had been drinking vodka. He 
had drunk the equivalent of 
two pints. 

“Kirsty Campbell (the 
daughter) came back and 
found the defendant was

drunk. There was an argu¬ 
ment and she eventually 
went to bed. At 1.10am 
Kirsty and her four-year-old 
daughter were awoken by 
the sound of smashing glass. 
Outside her room the defen¬ 
dant was punching Michelle 
Campbell. 

“He then attacked Kirsty 
and pushed her into her 
bedroom. There he repeat¬ 
edly punched her to the 
head in view of her daughter 
who started to scream.” 

Ebanks of Hickman Road, 
Tipton, pleaded guilty to 
two charges of assault. 

Mr Bernard Porter, 
defending, said: “Mr 

Ebanks has no previous 
offences of this type. He has 
got help from the psychi¬ 
atric authorities. This is not 
him at all. He’s held a job for 
a number of years. He had 
simply consumed too much 
alcohol.”

Moments - is set to give an insight into 
the district’s history of coal mining. 

It is hoped the gallery - due to 
encompass a ‘day in the life of a miner’ 
- will be opened by next Easter, with 
work set to begin by Christmas. 

The gallery, which will be located in 
the space where the current dated 
mining gallery now sits, will include a 
crawl-through tunnel as well as a 
whole host of interactive multi-media 
displays and a chance to explore fea¬ 
tures of the mines. Mining Moments is 


being funded by a £97,600 grant from 
the Heritage Lottery Fund. 

County archaeologist for Stafford¬ 
shire, Stephen Dean, described the 
project as ‘exciting’ and said he ‘could 
not imagine a better place’ for such a 
display. 

“Cannock has such an illustrious 
mining heritage, so it’s great to see it 
being commemorated in this way,” said 
Mr Dean. 

Involved 

“I can’t think of a better place than 
Cannock Chase Museum to house 
something like this. This is all part of 
the area’s history and it’s very impor¬ 
tant we understand how people from 
our past worked.” 

Local people will be encouraged to 


get involved in the project by sharing 
their memories and other stories from 
the coal mining era and volunteers will 
be recruited to help with this research. 

An education package will be created 
too, to ensure people of all ages get the 
maximum benefit from their experi¬ 
ence at the museum. 

Cabinet member for culture and 
sport at Cannock Chase Council, 
Christine Mitchell, said: “The Mining 
Memories project is very important to 
the people in the district, who may 
have worked or had relatives who have 
worked in the coal mines. 

“The project will ensure that a vital 
piece of history is available for future 
generations to learn about the heritage 
of the district.”

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Last resident moves out 



Home alone - the last house on the Moxley estate 

THE last resident of an otherwise flattened housing estate 
is moving out, allowing a multi-million-pound regeneration 
scheme to go ahead in Moxley. 

It is believed that the defiant resident, named locally as 
Kevin Allen, has moved to Wales. 

The Harrowby Road estate in Moxley was mostly demol¬ 
ished some eight years ago, but one house remained in 
Lodge Road as the owner refused to move out 

It is not known how much the house was eventually sold 
for but the owner was previously offered £35,000 for the 
semi-detached property. However, the offer was refused on 
the grounds it would not be enough to purchase a new home. 

Vacated 

It is believed Mr Allen had lived on the estate with his 
wife, Julie, and their two children. The property has now 
been vacated, allowing work on 231 homes to push ahead. 

The development led by Walsall Housing Group, working 
with Kier Partnership Homes, is now pressing ahead with 
preparation work taking place. 

The scheme, which will create a mixture of two and three- 
bedroom houses and apartments, is expected to take 18 
months to complete. 

The site has been a long-standing eyesore and fly-tipping 
hotspot, and travellers set up an illegal encampment there 
last year. 


Payout after 
cancer care 
was delayed 
by mistake 


A WIDOWER has received a payout after his 
wife died of cervical cancer that was initially 
mistakenly diagnosed as the menopause. 

Grandmother-of-three Cheryl Humpage, from Pelsall, 
died aged 55 after the cancer spread, despite undergoing an 
aggressive course of chemotherapy. 

The factory worker first sought medical help complaining 
of nausea, unusual bleeding and fever in February 2008, but 
it wasn’t until March 2009 that the tumours on her cervix 


and ovaries were discovered 
when she was referred to a 
specialist. 

An investigation carried 
out by medical law experts 
claimed her GP, Martin 
Crowther, of St Peter’s 
Surgery in Walsall, missed 
numerous opportunities to 
further investigate, diag¬ 
nose and treat the cancer. 

Insurers 

The family have now 
received an undisclosed 
payout from the GP’s insur¬ 
ers for their loss. 

Husband Peter Humpage, 
56, of Mill Road, said: 
“Cheryl was very concerned 
about her symptoms but 
thought she was in safe 
hands. 

“She was a great mum and 
grandmother and very 
family orientated, we’re all 
absolutely heartbroken that 
she’s no longer with us. 

“It’s very hard not to be 
angry about what happened. 
Cheryl should not have had 
to suffer like she did and if 
the cancer had been diag¬ 
nosed earlier we believe we 
could have had longer with 
her. We just hope that what 
happened to Cheryl acts as a 
reminder to all GPs about 
the importance of a quick 
diagnosis of cervical cancer.” 

Her symptoms were ini¬ 
tially blamed on the 
menopause and she was pre¬ 
scribed HRT. 

Lindsay Tomlinson from 
Irwin Mitchell’s, which rep¬ 
resented the family, said it 
took four visits and more 
than a year until she was 
seen by a specialist. 

“During our investiga¬ 
tions an independent 
medical expert found 
Cheryl’s GP should have 
recognised her symptoms as

typical of those experienced 
by cervical cancer suffer¬ 
ers,” she said. 

“It is not possible to say 
that Cheryl would still be 
here now if the cancer had 
been picked up when she 
first began showing symp¬ 
toms but our expert evi¬ 
dence found her pain and 
suffering would have been 
greatly reduced and on 
balance she would have had 
longer to live with earlier 
diagnosis and treatment. 

“It was incredibly hard for 
all her family to see her dete¬ 
riorate so quickly. The set¬ 
tlement awarded reflects 
that, as well as the family’s 
loss of earnings as Cheryl 
still worked. However this 
case was never about the 
money.” 

Dr Crowther said: “I 
would like to take this 
opportunity to express my 
sincere sympathy to Mrs 
Humpage’s family for their 
loss. I am sorry for the delay 
in making a diagnosis. 

“I have reflected exten¬ 
sively on the episode and dis¬ 
cussed it with colleagues and 
I have learned from this 
process, now being more 
aware of the danger in 
similar situations.”

Legend of the lost city 
is brought back to life 


T here are some genres that just 
fit into Saturday evening’s TV 
schedules perfectly, and being 
without them seems weird. 

Talent shows are a given these 
days, as are glossy light entertainment 
programmes. And you certainly can’t 
miss out on a fantasy adventure. 

Doctor Who is the granddaddy of 
them all, but will be off our screens 
until the 50th anniversary edition, set 
to be broadcast on November 23rd. 

In recent years, the likes of Robin 
Hood and Merlin have fulfilled the 
requirement whenever the Time Lord 
has been off air, but now there’s a new 
show on the block. 

It feels as if the Beeb has been 
showing the trailer for Atlantis every 
five minutes lately; they’ve obviously 
pushed the boat out when it comes to 
the budget and so are desperate for it 
to gain a decent audience. 

However, what the corporation 
hasn’t done is tell us much about the 
plot. 

What we do know is that it focuses 
on a young lad called Jason who, 
while searching for his missing father, 


is washed up on the shores of a 
mysterious land, a place where 
mythical creatures, soothsaying 
oracles and palaces seemingly built 
by giants are commonplace.

Seat set to put new Leon through its paces 


LONG-term tests are about living 
with a car every day, doing all kinds 
of driving, and exposing the best 
and the worst of what real buyers 
will see for themselves. There are 
many things that a few hours behind 
the wheel on a new car launch just 
can’t tell you. 

Seat has put a lot of investment into the new 
Leon in an attempt to cut the gap on the peren¬ 
nial sales bonanza enjoyed by its sister car, the 
Volkswagen Golf. 

While the Golf has become ever more 
straight-line sensible in its styling though, the 
Leon has brought together a stunning combi¬ 
nation of curves, angles and overall poise to 
create something that looks much more inter¬ 
esting. The question is: do its real-world talents 
match up? 

This is what I’m aiming to find out by taking 
delivery of a just run-in five-door Leon for the 
next six months. I’ve picked the mid-range SE 
model, which has a lot of little touches over and 
above the base S grade version, but is a healthy 
amount cheaper than the body-kitted and more 
ostentatious FR. I’ve also chosen a petrol 
engine, in light of the incredible work the Volk¬ 
swagen Group has done to improve the drive- 
ability and efficiency of its unleaded-drinking 
powerplants. 

Pages upon pages have been written about 
the 104bhp 1.2-litre TSI turbocharged petrol 
and it’s fairly well known as a great unit. In 
light of that, I’ve opted for its big brother, the 
138bhp 1.4 TSI. It’s going to be interesting to

see whether it can justify the extra £1,050 over 
the 1.2. They share a road tax band but the 1.2 
is four insurance groups lower and allegedly 
3mpg more frugal, so I’ll be aiming to see 
whether the higher performance from the 1.4 is 
worth it. 

In terms of options, OU13 YBM has got only 
the key ones Seat reckons will be most popular 
with buyers. Chief among them is the Technol¬ 
ogy Pack, which brings with it full LED head¬ 
lights - a first for any C-segment car - along 
with DAB radio and sat-nav courtesy of a good- 
sized colour screen mounted reasonably high 


up on the dashboard. Initially Seat dropped the 
pack’s near-£l,100 price to £500, but further 
down the line it became, amazingly, free of 
charge. 

Technology 

The headlights are a big deal for Seat and the 
market in general and after much deal-making 
within the VW Group, the Leon has secured 
first rights to the new technology, even ahead of 
the Golf and Audi A3. 

The idea behind LED headlights is not just 
that they use much less energy than traditional 
bulbs or high-intensity xenon lamps; the light

the special LEDs create is closer in colour to 
natural daylight than any alternatives, 
allegedly making it easier for the human eye to 
distinguish contrast and movement within the 
beam. As the nights draw in later this year, I’ll 
have the perfect opportunity to test the theory. 

On top of the Technology Pack there are 17in 
alloy wheels, which certainly fill the wheel 
arches more convincingly but could also be 
more exposed to damage from kerbs. I’ll look 
into this and see whether the move was a wise 
one or not. 

Other than that, the car is standard, so with 


the Golf lined up as a significantly more expen¬ 
sive option and the Skoda Octavia perhaps 
being bigger than some people want or need, 
the time has come for the Leon to prove itself 
within the VW Group. I’m going to pile the 
miles on it, encompassing driving at every time 
of day and night, motorway trips, urban 
scratching, Sunday afternoon blasts and of 
course the weekly shop. My partner, Laura, will 
also be driving it, and since most family cars are 
shared between parents, her opinion will be 
invaluable. It’s game on, Leon, so let’s see what 
you’re made of.

New Civic 
delivers on 
promise of 
top mileage

HONDA has fitted ‘magic seats’ to its new 
Civic but you will find the real box of tricks 
under its bonnet. 

Scan down the spec sheet and one figure jumps 
out - incredible mileage claims of 78.5 per gallon 
could sell a car in its own right. 


The 1.6-litre engine, 
which is built in Swindon, 
is aimed purely at the 
European market and the 
hunger for low C02 and 
high mpg figures. In it’s 
publicity pack Honda 
boasts that the new 
engine can get you from to 
London to Paris and back 
twice on just one tank. 

I didn’t test that 863- 
mile distance but the fuel 
needle refused to budge on 
my weekly commute and 
only really started moving 
on a trip up North. 

The engine not only 
saves you a huge amount 
of cash on the forecourt, 
but also on road tax and 
congestion charge where 
applicable. 

With all the focus on the 
engine it’s easy to forget 
that the Civic also per¬ 
forms well, looks good and 
is brilliantly equipped. 
Some eco-model cars feel 
sluggish and uninspiring 
to drive, but there is a 
good combination of accel¬ 
eration and mid-range 
pull behind the wheel. 

It’s quite a big car to 
drive, but is still an agile 
performer with a smooth 
ride. 

It’s also an attractive 
looking car with the five- 
door family sized model 
looking like it belongs on a 
catwalk rather than a car 
park. 

Float 

The wrap-around glass 
on the front, from days of 
old, has gone and the mid¬ 
window mounted rear 
lights now jut out from the 
window and appear to 
float in the air. 

It still looks low to the 
ground and athletic with 
concealed rear door 
handles, shark-fin 

antenna and 16in alloy 
wheels. 

On the inside the car 
has been laid out like the 
cockpit of a fighter jet. 
The instruments are 
wrapped around the 
driver and are all easily 
accessible and easy to use. 

The six-speed gear stick 
sits quite high in the 
central well below a clever 
touch-screen system that 
houses an easy-to-use sat- 
nav, DAB radio and 
premium audio system. 

All models have an Idle 
Stop button that can be 



switched on and off. Base 
models come in at under 
£20,000 and include LED 
daytime running lights, 
climate control, CD and 
heated wing mirrors to 
name a few. 

The mid-range ES 
model adds cruise control, 
a rear view reversing 
camera, Bluetooth hands¬ 
free and an ultrasonic 
alarm. 

The EX tested had HDD 
navigation, premium 
sound system with sub¬ 
woofer, parking sensors 
and heated leather seats. 

Honda says it has 
worked hard to limit the 
noise inside the car, but 
the wind noise at motor¬ 
way speeds was probably 
my only bug bear on this 
car, and that was a hard 
one to find. 

The boot is the biggest 
in its class and there is 
loads of head and legroom 
for driver and passengers. 

Not content with inno¬ 
vations in clever radar 
safety systems and engine 
turbochargers, Honda has 
even waved the wand with 
the seats. 

They are billed as 
‘magic’ and lift up, fold 
over and lock down in one 
easy movement for a quick 
60/40 split. 

But even when some¬ 
body is sat in them there 
are huge spaces under¬ 
neath the bases to store 
bulky items and there is 
the chance to slide 
through to the boot space. 

In the safety stakes the 
Civic has been rated as 
one of Europe's safest cars 
by NCAE 

Honda is still a trail- 
blazer in innovation and is 
always trying to improve 
fuel efficiency, perform¬ 
ance and safety. 

The launch of this 
clever car with smart 
engine is a shot across the 
bows of competitors like 
VW, Ford and Audi who 
may have to find a little bit 
of magical inspiration 
themselves.
